LAWTON'SPLANS WIN 


Capture of Santa Cruz, Another 
Filipino Stronghold. 


AMERICAN VALOR AGAIN DISPLAYED. 


Rebel Forces Under Command cof a 
Chinaman Retire to the Moun- 
tains—Sixty-Eight of Their Num- 

ber Killed—Our Loss Slight. 


Manila, April 11.—Gen. Lawton has 
captured Santa Cruz, at the extreme 
end of the lake. He drove the rebels, 
who were commanded by a Chinaman 
named Pao-Wah, into ‘the mountains. 
The Americans had six men wounded. 
The rebels lost 68 men killed and had 
40 men wounded. 

Was an Stronghold. 

Santa Cruz was the Filipinos strong- 
hold on Lake Laguna de Bay and it fell 
into the hands of Gen. Lawton’s expedi- 
tion after some sharp, quick fighting, 
forming one of: the most interesting 
and important battles of the war. 
Plans of the American commanders 
worked perfectly, with the exception 
that the progress of the expedition was 
delayed by the difficult navigation of 
the rivers. About 1,500 picked men com- 
posed the expedition, which was under 
the personal command of Gen. Lawton, 
on account of the illness of Gen. King. 
These troops partly surrounded the city 
while the gunboats Laguna de Bay, 
Napidan and Oeste, under the command 
of Capt. Grant, of the Utah battery, 
shelled the city and outlying trenches. 
Gen. Lawton and his staff accompanied 
the troops, sometimes leading charges 
in Indian-fighting tactics, which event- 
ually resulted in the complete rout of 
the rebels, with the smallest amount of 
damage to the city and slight loss to the 
Americans, 

Warned by Signal Fires. 

The expedition started from San 
Pedro Macati at dusk on Saturday, in- 
tending to capture Santa Cruz by as- 
sault at daybreak. But in navigating 
the shallow, tortuous Pasig river, per- 
haps through the cunning of the native 
pilots, who were not anxious to see the 
Americans successful, several boats 
grounded, and it was nearly dawn when 
the troops reached the lake. The expe- 
dition then steamed cautiously forward, 
the Napidan and the Oeste a mile ahead, 
the Laguna de Bay guarding the rear. 
Rebel signal fires, however, were light- 
ed on the mountain tops, giving alarm 
of the approach of the troops. It was 
noon before the white church towers 
of the city appeared in the shadow of 
the great volcanic mountain on a 
marshy plain, dotted with occasional 
palm groves. 

Kntrenchments Shelled. 

A casco with a force of 200 picked 
sharpshooters, under Maj. Weisenber- 
ger, mostly belonging to the First 
Washington regiment, was run into a 
shallow inlet about five miles south of 
the city. Then a few shells were sent 
toward the intrenchments of the rebels 
at the edge of the woods, sending the 
enemy scampering inland. Then a 
number of Americans jumped into the 
water and, wading for about a hundred 
yards, crept forward and formed in 
line, covering the landing of the re- 
mainder, which finished about five 
o’clock. The three troops of the Fourth 
cavalry, unmounted, were sent ashore 
on a dangerous marshy point, directly 
south of the city, under fire from the en- 
emy’s trenches. 

Meanwhile in the town itself there 
was utter silence and not a sign of life. 
Gen. Lawton, desiring to make an in- 
spection and to give the inhabitants an 
opportunity to surrender, went on 
board the Laguna de Bay and steamed 
slowly to the dock, the whole fleet 
watching anxiously. When it was dis- 
covered by the glasses that the trenches 
and stone buildings were swarming 
with white-clad soldiers the two boats 
withdrew, receiving volleys from the 
trenches, thrown up on the marshy 
plain north of the city. The flotilla an- 
chored in compact formation for the 
night, ready to resist any surprises 
from the rebel gunboats supposed to be 
in the lake. ; 

The Attack Begins. 

At sunrise Monday the assault com- 
menced. The American outlines south 
of the city stretch two miles inland, and 
with its left sweeping the shore it 
moved north, while the Fourth cavalry 
men on the point advanced toward the 
city, pouring volleys upon the trenches. 
Simultaneously the gunboats hovered 
along the shore, shelling the woods 
ahead of the troops and driving the Fil- 


tered the houses and many warriors 
were taken prisoners. <A considerable 
body of Filipinos fled northward, cross- 
ing the open marshes, but the Gatlings 
poured upon them a deadly hail until 
they disappeared in the woods, slaying 
dozens. Maj. Weisenberger deployed 
the sharpshooters along the shore and 
they crept steadily forward, aiding the 
Gatlings. Finally a large body was sent 
against the enemy in the woods, driving 
them toward the mountains. 
Headquarters in the Palace. 

Gen. Lawton established headquar- 
ters at the elegant palace of the govern- 
or and a guard was immediately placed 
in the church, as the sacred edifices are 
always the first-objective of looters. 
Within an hour the town was patrolled 
and all looting rigidly prevented. Al- 
most all the inhabitants had fled during 
the two preceding nights, and only a 
few Chinese shopkeepers have emerged 
from hiding and resumed business. On 
the marshes north of town were found 
40 dead Filipinos, some terribly. torn by 
shells, and many others wounded, to 
whom the Americans offered their can- 
teens,.as though they were comrades. 
A surgeon who traversed the field 
counted 80 killed, and Gen. Lawton will 
report at least 68. One Filipino, at- 
tempting to make his escape, slashed 
viciously at Maj. Weisenberger, who 
shot and killed him. 

Sunday the insurgents captured two 
men of the Fourteenth infantry, while 
unarmed, but the Americans stole the 
guns of their captors, clubbed them, hid 
in the trees over night and returned 
Monday morning. 

The gunboats have been searching the 
Santa Cruz river for shipping. 

To-day the expedition will push for- 
ward, the Americans having destroyed 
miles of telegraph lines, cutting off in- 
surgent cominunication east and west. 

Pleased at Washington. 

Washington, April 11.—The rapidity 
of Gen. Lawton’s movement and his suc- 
cess in capturing the insurgent strong- 
hold of Santa Cruz occasioned favorable 
commentat the war department. While 
the advance northward to Malolos was 
in progress the insurgents to the south 
became very restless, threatening Law- 
ton’s front. Until MacArthur had fully 
earried out his plans Lawton remained 
inactive. 

Gen. Otis’ report, giving a heavy loss 
for the insurgents and a comparatively 
small number of casualties among our 
men, is attributed to the use of the gun- 
boats. The report that Lawton will 
pursue “westward” causes some con- 
fusion, owing to the lay of the land west 
of Santa Cruz. Back of the lake there is 
a narrow strip, teading back to Manila 
bay. A mountain range runs along this 
strip, affording the insurgents some 
opportunity for hiding and guerrilla 
tactics. The lake itself is west of Santa 
Cruz, so that it is assumed the report of 
a chase “westward” refers to Lawton’s 
tactics of following the rebels along the 
narrow strip of land until the lake shore 
is cleared and the territory reached 
which spreads out in the plain which 
lies immediately south of Manila. This 
stretch of country has given much 
trouble, and if Lawton can clear it, and 
at the same time break up some of the 
insurgent strongholds, much will have 
been done to insure quiet in the south 
and west during the wet season. 


HAD SOUR ACID SMELL. 


Dr. Charies H. Castle, an Army Sur- 
geon, Describes the Odor of 
the Army Beef. 


Washington, April 11. — The army 
court of beef inquiry resumed its ses- 
sion at ten o’clock Monday with Rear 
Admiral John G. Walker, president of 
the Nicaraguan canal commission, on 
the stand. He had used canned roast 
beef and found it not unwholesomne. 

Dr. Charles H. Castle, an assistant 
surgeon of the First Ohio cavalry, for a 
time brigade surgeon, and one of the 
men Whose name was given by Lieut. 
Gampfer as being present at-Lakeland, 
Fla., when Mr. Morehouse, agent for 
Armour & Co., said that their beef had 
been chemically treated, said that on 
two occasions he had found the meat. 
spoiled ‘after it had passed inspection. 

Describing the odor emitted by the 
meat, Dr. Castle said it was not of a 
disgusting character, but that it was 
an aromatic, acrid, sour smell. He had 
reached the conclusion since he had re- 
turned to his laboratory work in Cin- 
cinnati that the beef had been treated 
either with the gas formaldehyde or 
the kindred solution of formaline--—used 
as a gas as a germicide and disinfectant, 
and as a liquid as a museum fluid for 
preserving anatomical and pathological 
Specimens. He had made no report to 
any superior officer concerning the

All Is Ready for Exchange of Treaty 
Ratifications. 


THE SPANISH DOCUMENT ARRIVES, 


M. Cambon Is to Represent Spain at 
What Will Become a Historical 
Ceremony at the Execu- 
tive Mansion. 


Washington, April 11.—The final 
ceremony in the reestablishment of 
peaceful relations between the United 
States and Spain will oceur at the white 
house at two o’clock to-day, when the 
president and Amabassador Cambon, 
the latter acting for Spain; will ex- 
change ratifications of the treaty of 
peace. The Spanish.copy of the treaty, 
signed by the quee regent and Premier 
Silvela, arrived at the French embassy 
Monday. The officials of the embassy 
later called on Seeretary Hay and the 
necessary arrangements for to-day’'s 
ceremony were made.. The treaty for- 
worded by Spain is handsomely en- 
grossed on parchment, in old English 
script, with wide double columns, one 
in Spanish and the other in English. 
Its binding is of red morocco heavily 
embossed in gold, which gives the ef- 
fect of the yellow and red colors of 
Spain. 

Lhe United States’ copy of the treaty 


‘was finished Monday and placed in the 


possession of the president at the white 
house. Like other treaties to which the 
United States is a party, this document 
is a model of simplicity and neatness. 
The text is reproduced in parallel col- 
umns, the left in English and the right 
in Spanish, surrounded with a narrow 
border of the national colors. The docu- 
ment is enclosed in a cover of dark blue 
morocco with the great seal of the 
United States upon the face, and a 
decorative design in guilt. 

When the exchange of ratifications 
occurs, the Spanish copy of the treaty 
will be handed to President McKinley 
to become the permanent property of 
the United States, and preserved in the 
state department along with other 
treaties. At the same time the presi- 
dent will hand to Ambassador Cambon, 
for Spain, the American copy of the 
treaty, which will become the property 
of Spain. :

Santa Cruz was the Filipinos strong- 
hold on Lake Laguna de Bay and it fell 
into the hands of Gen. Lawton’s expedi- 
tion after some sharp, quick fighting, 


forming one of the most interesting 


and important battles of the war. 
Plans of the American commanders 
worked perfectly, with the exception 
that the progress of the expedition was 
delayed by the difficult navigation of 
the rivers. About 1,500 picked men com- 
posed the expedition, which was under 
the personal command of Gen. Lawton, 
on account of the illness of Gen. King. 
These troops partly surrounded the city 
while the gunboats Laguna de Bay, 
Napidan and Oeste, under the command 
of Capt. Grant, of the Utah battery, 
Shelled the city and outlying trenches. 
Gen. Lawton and his staff accompanied 
the troops, sometimes leading charges 
in Indian- ‘fighting tactics, which event- 
ually resulted in the complete rout of 
the rebels, with the smallest amount of 
damage to the city and slight loss to the 
Americans: 
Warned by Signal Fires, 

The expedition started from San 
Pedro Macati at dusk on Saturday, in- 
tending to capture Santa Cruz by as- 
sault at daybreak. But in navigating 
the shallow, tortuous Pasig river, per- 
haps through the cunning of the native 
pilots, who were not anxious to see the 
Americans suceessful, several boats 
grounded, and it was nearly dawn when 
the troops reached the lake. The expe- 
dition then steamed cautiously forward, 
the Napidan and the Oeste a mile ahead, 
the Laguna de Bay guarding the rear. 
Rebel signal fires, however, were light- 
ed on the mountain tops, giving alarm 
of the approach of the troops. It was 
noon before the white church towers 
of the city appeared in the shadow of 
the great volcanic mountain on a 
marshy plain, dotted with occasional 
palm groves. 

Kntrenchments Shelled. 

A casco with a force of 200 picked 
sharpshooters, under Maj. Weisenber- 
ger, mostly belonging to the First 
Washington regiment, was run into a 
shallow inlet about five miles south of 
the city. Then a few shells were sent 
toward the intrenchments of the rebels 
at the edge of the woods, sending the 
enemy scampering inland. ‘Then a 
number of Americans jumped into the 
water and, wading for about a hundred 
yards, crept forward and formed in 
line, covering the landing of the re- 
mainder, which finished about five 
o'clock. The three troops of the Fourth 
cavalry, unmounted, were sent ashore 
on a dangerous marshy point, directly 
south of the city, under fire from the en- 
emy’s trenches. 

Meanwhile in the town itself there 
was utter silence and not a sign of life. 
Gen. Lawton, desiring to make an in- 
spection and to give the inhabitants an 
opportunity to surrender, went on 
board the Laguna de Bay and steamed 
slowly to the dock, the whole fleet 
watching anxiously. When it was dis- 
covered by the glasses that the trenches 
and stone buildings were swarming 
with white-clad soldiers the two boats 
withdrew, receiving volleys from the 
trenches, thrown up on the marshy 
plain north of the city. The flotilla an- 
chored in compact formation for the 
night, ready to resist any surprises 
from the rebel gunboats supposed to be 
in the lake. 

The Attack Begins. 

At sunrise Monday the assault com- 
menced. The American outlines south 
of the city stretch two miles inland, and 
with its left sweeping the shore it 
moved north, while the Fourth cavalry 
men on the point advanced toward the 
city, pouring volleys upon the trenches. 
Simultaneously the gunboats hovered 
along the shore, shelling the woods 
ahead of the troops and driving the Fil- 
ipinos inland. The Gatlings cleared 
several trenches. 

Fought in the Old-Time Way. 

The whole brigade was divided into 


squads of 12, and the fighting was car- 
| ried on in the old-time frontier fashion, 


from behind trees, crawling through 
bushes or rushing across the open. The 
trenches that were not cleared by the 


gunboats gave considerable resistance, 
when the line was\nearing the city and 


the Laguna de Bay and Oeste bom- 
barded for an hour in the hope of mak- 
ing them too warm for occupancy, but 
did not succeed in clearing them en- 
tirely. Gen. Lawton, with the Four- 
teenth infantry battalions, approached 
a narrow iron bridge across a creek on 
the south border of the town. Herea 
company of Filipinos was intrenched 
across the stream and behind a stone 
barricade at the entrance to the bridge. 
A Gallant Charge. 

The Americans rushed forward in 
single file, in the face of a galling fire, 
demolished the barricade with their 
hands and drove the enemy from the 
trenches, killing a dozen. The Filipino 
soldiers in the town, secreted in various 
buildings and firing from the windows, 
gave the invaders an interesting hour. 
There was a regular nest of them in 
the stone jail, which is edged in by a 
wall. ‘This was a veritable pepper pot. 
The Americans singly or in pairs en- 


shells, and many others wounded, to 
whom the Americans offered their can- 
teens,.as though they were comrades. 
A surgeon who traversed the field 
counted 80 killed, and Gen. Lawton will 
report at least 68. One Filipino, at- 
tempting to make his escape, slashed 
viciously at Maj. Weisenberger, who 
shot and killed him. 


Sunday the insurgents captured two 


men of the Fourteenth infantry, while 
unarmed, but the Americans stole the 
guns of their captors, clubbed them, hid 


in the trees over night and returned 


Monday morning. 

The gunboats have been searching the 
Santa Cruz river for shipping. 

To-day the expedition will push for- 
ward, the Americans having destroyed 
miles of telegraph lines, cutting off in- 
surgent communication east and west. 

Pleased at Washington. 

Washington, April 11.—The rapidity 
of Gen. Lawton’s movement and his suc- 
cess in capturing the insurgent strong- 
hold of Santa Cruz occasioned favorable 
commentat the war department. While 


the advance northward to Malolos was? 


in progress the insurgents to the south 
became very restless, threatening Law- 
ton’s front. Until MacArthur had fully 
earried out his plans Lawton remained 
inactive. 

Gen. Otis’ report, giving a heavy loss 
for the insurgents and a comparatively 
small number of casualties among our 
men, is attributed to the use of the gun- 
boats. The report that Lawton will 
pursue “‘westward” causes some con- 
fusion, owing to the lay of the land west 
of Santa Cruz. Back of the lake there is 
a narrow strip, teading back to Manila 
bay. A mountain range runs along this 
strip, affording the insurgents some 
opportunity for hiding and guerrilla 
tactics. The lake itself is west of Santa 
Cruz, so that it is assumed the report of 
a chase “‘westward” refers to Lawton’s 
tactics of following the rebels along the 
narrow strip of land until the lake shore 
is cleared and the territory reached 
which spreads out in the plain which 
lies immediately south of Manila. This 
stretch of country has given much 
trouble, and if Lawton can clear it, and 
at the same time break up some of the 
insurgent strongholds, much will have 
been done to insure quiet in the south 
and west during the wet season. 


HAD SOUR ACID SMELL. 


Dr. Charies H. Castle, an Army Sur- 
xeon, Describes the Odor of 
the Army Beef. 


Washington, April 11. — The army 
court of beef inquiry resumed its ses- 
sion at ten o’clock Monday with Rear 
Admiral John G. Walker, president of 
the Nicaraguan canal commission, on 
the stand. He had used canned roast 
beef and found it not unwholesome. 

Dr. Charles H. Castle, an assistant 
surgeon of the First Ohio cavalry, for a 
time brigade surgeon, and one of the 
men Whose name was given by Lieut. 
Gampfer as being present at-Lakeland, 
Fla, when Mr. Morehouse, agent for 
Armour & Co., said that their beef had 
been chemically treated, said that on 
two occasions he had found the meat 
spoiled after it had passed inspection. 

Describing the odor emitted by the 
meat, Dr. Castle said it was not of a 
disgusting character, but that it was 
an aromatic, acrid, sour smell. He had 
reached the conclusion since he had re- 
turned to his laboratory work in Cin- 
cinnati that the beef had been treated 
either with the gas formaldehyde or 
the kindred solution of formaline---used 
as a gas asa germicide and disinfectant, 
and as a liquid as a museum fluid for 
preserving anatomical and pathological 
specimens. He had made no report to 
any superior officer concerning the 
agent's statements, because he had 
supposed that the war department 
knew of the process if any was used.

PVs A UCP COPY OF tne treaty, 
signed by the quee: regent and Premier 
Silvela, arrived at the French embassy 
Monday. The officials of the embassy 
later called on Seeretary Hay and the 
necessary arrangements for to-day’s 
ceremony were made.. The treaty for- 
worded by Spain is handsomely en- 
grossed on parchment, in old English 
script, with wide double columns, one 
in Spanish and the other in English. 
Its binding is of red morocco heavily 
embossed in gold, which gives the ef- 
fect of the yeHow and red colors of 
Spain. 

The United States’ copy of the treaty 


‘was finished Monday and placed in the 


possession of the president at the white 
house. Like other treaties to which the 
United States is a party, this document 
is a model of simplicity and neatness. 
The text is reproduced in parallel col- 
umns, the left in English and the right 
in Spanish, surrounded with a narrow 
border of the national colors. The docu- 
ment is enclosed in a cover of dark blue 
morocco with the great seal of the 
United States upon the face, and a 
decorative design in guilt. 

When the exchange of ratifications 
occurs, the Spanish copy of the treaty 
will be handed to President McKinley 
to become the permanent property of 
the United States, and preserved in the 
state department along with other 
treaties. At the same time the presi- 
dent will hand to Ambassador Cambon, 
for Spain, the American copy of the 
treaty, which will become the property 
of Spain.

Washington, April 11. — When the 
United States court met Monday the 
death of Justice Field was announced 
and the court adjourned as a mark of 
respect.

A Rumor Denied. 

Washington, April 11.—Persistent re- 
ports have been circulated here for 
some time of an intention on the part 
of Secretary Alger to resign after the 
inquiries into the conduct of the war 
have ended and Monday night these 
were coupled with the statement that 
Senator McMillan, of Michigan, had 
been determined on as Gen. Alger’s suc- 
cessor. Senator McMillan when seen, 
however, made a positive disclaimer of 
any knowledge of a change in the 
cabinet. No offer or intimation of any 
kind had been made to him to take the 
war portfolio, he added. 


Many Indictments. 
Greenfield, Ind., April 11.—The coun- 
ty grand jury, after nearly two months’ 
investigation, has made its report and 
has returned 91 indictments against 


former county officers and one of the 


present county officers. These indict- 
ments are for alleged bribery, viola- 
tions of the fee and salary laws, ete. 
Two men will be indicted for attempt- 
ing to bribe the prosecuting attorney, 
and one county employe, who is sup- 
posed to have been indicted, has not 
been seen for several days. There is 
great excitement over the matter here. 


Iowa Rivers Rising. 
Des Moines, Ia., April 11.—The Des 
Moines, Raccoon, lowa and Cedar rivers 


are rising fast and great damage is cer- 


tain on low lands unless the weather 
turns cold and prevents melting the 
heavy snows in the northern part of the 
state. An ice gorge wrecked a railroad 
bridge near Fort Dodge. The gorge has 
broken, but water is rising fast.

EARLY USE OF COAL.

Some Historians Say It Was Known Be- 3 


_ fore Caesar. 7 

R ïs believed by some historians 
that coal was used by the Romans on 
the continent and: by the Britons on 
the island before the arrival of Caesar, 
says the Detroit Free Press. As early 
as 1234 Henry III. granted a license 
to dig coal near Newcastle, but-a few. 
years later the use of coal was forbid- 
den in London, the smoke being 
deemed prejudicial to public health. In 
1306 the London gentry petitioned tne 
King against its use, declaring that in 
spite of his royal order, certain ma- 
licious persons persisted in burning it. 
Coals began to be brought from New- 
eastle’to London in 1381, during the 
reign of Kichard II. By the year 1400 
coal was commonly burned in London 
as a fuel, though 200 years later, in 
the reign of Charles I., its use was far 
from being genera] throughout Eng- 
land. Anthracite eoeal, which, except 
-the diamond, is. the surest form | of 
carbon known, was first used by a 
Connecticut blacksmith named Gore in 
1768, and as a domestic fuel by Judge 
Jesse Fell of Wilkesbarre, Pa. in 
"1808.

Business Meeting and Election of 
Officers In the L. A. W. 

Last evening in K. P. hall was held 
the annual meeting of the local branch 
of the L. A. W. From the interest man-

| promises of co-operation on the part of 
many unable to attend, it ‘seems highly

State Consul E. N. Hines was present 
and made a short address, as also did 
local consuls H. E. Earl and B. E. Bel- 
cher, of Detroit. The remarks of 
Messrs. Earl anid Belcher were of a 
general nature, consisting’ mainly of 
words of encouragement to the Ypsi- 
lanti workers.

The attention of the league was called 
to the fact that teaimster's in the emiploy 
of the D., Y. & A. A. have destroyed a 
portion of the ‘bicycle path between this 
elly and Ann Arbor by driving across 
it. Consul Ð, F, Sullivan reported that 
he had seen officials of the road and 
that they had seemed perfectly willing 
to make good any damage for which 
they are responsible. It was resolved 
to look into the matter more carefully 
and see that the path is put into repair.
